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Jury delivers guilty verdict for neglecting dog

A jury found a 46-year-old 
Roscommon man guilty for ant- 
mal cruelty on Friday. 

Lawrence Edward Baumegart 
faces up to 93 days im jail, a 
$1,000 fine and 200 hours of 
community service after he was

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found guilty for a charge of ani- 
mal/cruelty-abandonment. A 
sentencing hearing has been 
scheduled for 9 a.m. on Tuesday, 
July 10. 

The charge is linked to a yel- 
low lab, which has been named 
Thor, that was found on Jan. 1}1 
emaciated in a carport where 
Baumgart’s mother, Judith 
Baumgart, lives on Stephan 
Bridge Road. 

The dog was tied to a golf cart 
with a nylon strap. 

Gail Foguth, the animal con- 
trol officer for Crawford County, 
wrapped Thor in a blanket, and 
took him to the Grayling 
Hospital for Animals. 

Veterinarians who testified at 
the trial said that Thor was half 
his normal weight and his ribs 
were clearly visible due to lack 
of muscle mass. 

Miranda Bailey, Baumgart’s 
defense counsel, argued that 
Thor had jumped from the truck 
while he was snow plowing his 
mother’s driveway on Dec. 28. 

Foguth testified that 
Baumgart’s mother did not tell 
her that she or her son were miss- 
ing a dog, trying to pass it off as 
a stray. 

Terry MacKillop, the animal 
control officer for Roscommon 
County, said he was able to link 
the ownership of Thor to 
Baumgart after area citizens cir- 
culated flyers, seeking to cover 
mounting veterinary bills. 

Staff at) the Roscommon 
Veterinary Clinic and Grayling 
Hospital for Animals, which are 
both owned by Dr, Paul Mesack, 
were able to link ownership of 
Thor to Baumgart. 


MacKillop said that Baumgart 
eventually admitted to owning 
the dog and taking it to his moth- 
er’s house. 

Baumgart volunteered to relin- 
quish the ownership of six other 
labs he had in his kennel after 
being questioned by MacKillop. 

“The wheels were already in 
motion against me for that dog,” 
Baumgart said on the stand. 

Dr. Troy Fairbanks did the ini- 
tial examination on the dogs. 

“They ate ravenous, every- 
thing that was put down for 
them,” Fairbanks said . 

The dogs seized in 
Roscommon were later taken to 
the Riverside Animal Hospital in 
Flushing after they were turned 
over to A Few Steps From Home, 
an animal rescue operation based 
in Bay City. 

Dr. Michelle Kone, a veterinar- 
ian at the Riverside Animal 
Clinic, said the dogs could not be 
kept in the lobby of the clinic 
since they smelled of feces and 
urine. She added that the dogs 
lunged to eat feces and drink 
urine when they were in an 
examination room. 

“The dogs were in absolutely, 
deplorable condition,” Kone 
said, 

Bailey argued that Thor, who 
was called Boo when owned by 
Baumgart, lost weight from 
being outside in the winter and 
couldn't find food. 

Baumgart said that he made 
several attempts to find the dog, 
which he said probably chased 
an animal on to state land, He 
added that he was not shocked 
that the dog ran off. 

“He was a good dog, but he 


was not a good hunting dog,” he 
said, 

Prior to presenting her defense 
case, Bailey sought a. directed 
verdict from District Court Judge 
Monte Burmeister, arguing there 
was not enough evidence to 
prove that the abuse and neglect 
occurred in Crawford County. 
Burmeister, however, said that 
Dave Sabin, the assistant 
Crawford County Prosecutor, 
presented enough evidence to 
have the case decided by the jury. 

Sabin argued that Baumgart 
did not make significant attempts 
to locate Thor after allegedly 
running away. He also ques- 
tioned why Thor was wearing a 
camouflage collar when he was 
found, while Baumgart said he 
only uses blue and red collars for 
his dogs. 

“If your dog runs away, you 
take the necessary steps to 
retrieve them because they 
become part of your life,” Sabin 
said. “He really didn’t want his 
name associated with a dog in 
that condition.” 

It took the jury of four women 
and two men just over an hour to 
deliberate and render their ver- 
dict after the day long trial. 

Thor was up to his normal 
weight and his heart was beating 
properly. His care is being pro- 
vided by Chery] Postma, the 
director for the Animal Shelter of 
Crawford County. 

“He looked happy, healthy and 
was doing great,” Fairbanks said 
after seeing Thor in April. 

Officials hope to recover the 
cost for veterinarian bills, which 
are over $3,000, as part of resti- 
tution in the case. 


Additional details surface about pedestrian slaying

A pedestrian was killed in the 
center of north bound I-75 in the 
area of the Lewiston Grade 
underpass on June 9, This week, 
a representative from the 
Crawford County Sheriffs 
Office was available to comment 
on the death. 

Deputy Sheriff Ryan Swope 
revealed that the victim, 3 f-year- 
old Marc James Gardner of 
Lapeer, had abandoned his vehi- 
cle on foot when it cither ran out 
of gas or had engine problems. 

The results from the toxicolo- 
gy report on Gardner are still not 
in. However, he called his girl- 
friend earlier in the evening and 


told her that he had been drink- 
ing. Nonetheless, this docs not 
necessarily mean that he was 
intoxicated at the time of his 
death, 

“He had also told her that he 
was on US 10...apparently he 
was somewhat confused or lost,” 
said Swope, 

Swope could think of no 
explanation for why Gardner was 
walking in the lane of traffic, 

“He was wearing dark cloth- 
ing,” said Swope. 

This may have been part of 
why the driver, a 41-year-old 
woman from Wisconsin, was 
unable to see Gardner. He was 
struck in the lane of traffic by a 
vehicle moving between 65 and 


70 miles per hour, according to 
the driver, 

As of press time, the Sheriff’s 
Office reports that there are still 
no plans to press charges against 
the driver. 

Swope emphasized that this 
loss of life could likely have been 
avoided with the right phone call. 

“Hf you have any problem with 
your vehicle...there’s no problem 
with calling 911,” said Swope. 

Swope noted that citizens may 
be reluctant to make a 911 callin 
these situations because people 
may not perceive such circum- 
stances to be  eimergencies. 
However, being stranded far 
from town, especially late at 
night, is enough to justify a call,

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TO MOST OBSERVERS of the polit- 
ical scene in Michigan, efforts to sift 
extreme partisanship out of drawing new 
legislative and congressional districts 
each 10 years should be welcome. 

Needing change and accomplishing 
change, however, are very different ani- 
mals. 

Our present apportionment method, 
like that in many states, requires the state 
legislature to do the job. After each 10- 
year federal census, state house and sen- 
ate districts, plus congressional districts, 
must be redrawn to reflect population 
shifts. 

In the past several decades, population 
changes have dictated that Michigan 
lose congressional seats, which adds 
another complication for districting. 
Michigan once had a 19-member delega- 
tion, which went down to 18, then 17, 
then 16, and now 15 members. 

State senate and house seats are static 
at 38 senate and 110 house districts. 
Decennial districting, however, reflects 
internal shifts of population within the 
state. 

* * * 

UNDER OUR PRESENT system, 
whichever party controls the legislature 
also controls how congressional, state 
senate and state house districts are con- 
figured for the succeeding 10 years,

Re-districting efforts may not go far 


rules, If Republicans control the process, 
districts tend to be drawn so that as many 
Republicans as possible can be elected 
to the state senate and state house. 
Democrats do the same. - 

Congressional districting follows the 
same pattern, with the added dimension 
that often districts can be drawn to create 
a district for some ambitious individual 
who covets a congressional seat. 
Sometimes the controlling party draws 
lines so competing members of the 
opposite party end up in the same dis- 
trict. 

Several incumbent Michigan members 
of congress have sought other routes to 
public service after their districts were 
cannibalized; James Blanchard, Howard 
Wolpe, David Bonior and James Barcia, 
all Democrats, come to mind. 

The aim of partisan districting is to 
gain or extend future control of the law- 
making process. The partisans in charge 
must concede certain seats to the opposi- 
tion, so they cram as many adverse vot- 
ers as possible into as few opposition 
districts as possible, and spread the other 


voters to make other districts either safe - 


or up for grabs. 

In the 2006 election, for example, 
Democrats drew more votes than 
Republicans for the 15 Michigan con- 
gressional seats, yet Republicans won 
nine seats and Democrats six. 


In a similar scenario in the state sen- 
ate, Democrats won 54 percent of the 
vote in all 38 districts combined, yet 
Republicans won senate control 21-17, 

Such anomalies may occur naturally, 
due largely to population densities, but 
politically shrewd districting helps. 

* * * 

CERTAIN ELEMENTS of equitable 
districting are generally accepted. 

Districts must be as near equal as pos- 
sible in population. They should be reg- 
ular in shape, compact, contiguous and 
cross as few local governmental lines as 
possible. 

In an ideal world, partisanship should 
be of no consideration. In the human 
condition of our established political 
process, partisanship is inherent. 

State Sen. Glenn Anderson of 
Westland has renewed districting discus- 
sion by introducing a bill in the 
Michigan legislature, cosponsored by 
nine other senate Democrats, to establish 
a nine member bi-partisan districting 
commission, and require a two-thirds 
vote for its decisions. 

The two major state parties would 
appoint two members each. Party leaders 
in the legislature would appoint two 
members for each party, and these four 
would appoint the ninth member — pre- 
sumably an independent voice. 

Sen, Anderson, who also served six 


years in the state house, claims his aims 
are pure, 

“I’m not doing it out of anger that we 
don’t have a majority,” he said. “This is 
about strengthening the process. When 
you’re able to design a district to benefit 
a candidate, there is something wrong 
with that district.” 

According to an Associated Press 
report, Democratic party state Chair 
Mark Brewer “agrees districting should 
become fairer and less partisan,” and 
Republican party state Chair Saul 
Anuzis “does not see a problem with the 
existing system.” 

The Anderson idea, as an amendment 
to the state constitution, would require 
two-thirds approval in both the state 
house and senate, plus voter approval in 
a statewide vote, to become law, 

* * * 

EARLIER ATTEMPTS at bi-partisan 
districting have failed. 

For example, the 1963 state constitu- 


tion called for an eight-member biparti- | 


san commission, selected equally by the 
two major parties, and from four geo- 
graphic areas of the state, and with the 
secretary of state as commission secre- 
tary. 

Lacking a majority vote on new dis- 
tricts, any commissioner could submit a 
plan to the state supreme’ court for deci- 
sion, and any elector in the state could 


submit a plan to the court, too. 

This system never got off the ground, 
and no other attempted change worked if 
it required the parties to agree. Courts 
usually have been involved in deciding 
districts. 

With today’s technology, it should not 
be difficult to devise equitable districting 
and meet basic criteria of population, 
local jurisdictions, shape, size, compact- 
ness, contiguity and other suitable ele- 
ments .... if partisanship is out of the 
picture. 

Under the Almanack plan, a team of 
non-partisan technicians would work 
alone in a room with as many computers 
and programs as-necessary, feed in the 
figures# and the considerations, and let 
science and mathematics, not partisan- 
ship, make the judgments. The result 
should be just, fair and equitable district- 
ing plans, and I’d bet the farm they’d be 
far better than what we’ve been getting 
for so many years, maybe not from a 
partisan standpoint but from a citizen- 
ship standpoint. 

Of course, it is basic that partisanship 
be ignored, ’ 

We can all dream. Great ideas often 
begin with dreams.

I live downstate in. Dundee, 
now known as the home of 
Cabelas, and I also own a home 
on Cub Lake between Grayling 
and Kalkaska. A recent article in 
a local paper brought the possi- 
bility of an amusement park in 
Grayling to my attention. Like 
most people, the idea originally 
excited me. I called my brother 
who owns a cabin near mine and 
told him the good news. 

Then after a few days to reflect 
on the proposal, I began to won- 
der if this is really a good thing 
for Grayling and the local com- 
munity. I began to think back to 
when Cabelas, now known as the 
No. f{ tourist attraction in 
Michigan, was planning on open- 
ing a store in Dundee. We heard 
the same promises of growth, 
jobs, development, more growth 
and more jobs that people are 
suggesting Grayling will see with 
this park. They were also excited 
about the tax money that the 
store will bring into the area to 
help our schools and city infra- 
structure. 

Since the store opened, we’ve 
had about five or six big chain 
restaurants open up, a few hotels, 
several new gas stations and 
that’s about it. Several of our 
local restaurants have been 
forced to close their doors due to 
competition and the downtown 
traffic that was promised is 
nonexistent, even with large 
signs at the entrance and exit of 
Cabelas trying to direct people to 
the Historic Downtown 
Shopping District. Now they’re 
considering bringing in a Meijer 
store. That’s probably not going 
to help the small businesses in 
the area either. 

My house, which appraised for 
$170,000 three years ago, has 
been on the market for $135,000 
for more than a year and I can’t 
even gel an offer, Investors have 
started several new subdivisions

and most have struggled. Instead 


of building the nice expensive 
homes people thought were com- 
ing, builders are being forced to 
build smaller cheaper homes just 
to bring buyers in. Some builders 
have stopped completely leaving 
half-finished subdivisions with 
half-finished roads that end at 
overgrown fields where houses 
were once planned, 

Our taxes have continued to go 
up to pay for infrastructure 
upgrades. The new tax money is 
nonexistent due to tax abate- 
ments or captures that keep the 
stores tax money for use to 
improve the area around the 
store. Don’t let this happen in 
Grayling.- Just like everyone in 
the rest of the state, we are cut- 
ting teachers and programs in our 
school] because we don’t have 
enough money. 

Most of the jobs created are 
minimum wage jobs and are 
filled with kids and young adults 
or by retirees using the job to 
supplement their income. All 
this in a town that has the No, | 
tourist attraction in Michigan. 

Deep down I want this amuse- 
ment park to go forward, but only 
if it is planned out properly and 
successful, I know my teenage 
daughter would enjoy our (rips 
up north even more if she could 
go to a world class amusement 
park while we were up there. I’m 
just not sure if we will see all the 
results people are promising if 
the park comes in. 

This isn’t a magic pill that ts 
going to solve the problems of 
the people of Grayling, and drive 
inillions of people to the home of 
Axiom Amusement Park, formal- 
ly known as Grayling. We need 
to make sure this project compli- 
ments what the up north experi- 
ence is and not take away the her- 
itage of one of our wonderful 
northern communities.

"It is a long and tedious process 
to properly preserve many of the 
articles we receive. Each item 
must be assessed by an archivist 
and recommendations made for 
it's preservation and accessibility 
before it can be included in the 
collection. Photos are processed 
and stored in acid free enclosures, 
cach digitized, and catalogued 
with a detailed description before 
being placed in the archive,” said 
Mansfield-Sanderson, 

The Crawford County Library 
Archive has been overwhelmed 
with the generosity of donations 
from families who realize the 
importance of the archive as well 
as the care that is taken in preserv- 
ing Crawford County history. 

"So often old photos and scrap- 
books that have little meaning to 
newer generations find their way 
to landfills. The information that 
is contained within them will be 
lost forever." VanNuck comment- 
ed. .

Majestic moose menaced 
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by warmer temperatures

The majestic moose, that 
most magnificent icon of the 
Upper Peninsula wilds, faces a 
deadly threat from warming 
temperatures, shifting habitat 
and the introduction of diseases. 

For now, the 460 moose in the 
U.P. - excluding those on Isle 
Royale — are holding their own. 
Their numbers have been 
increasing annually in the west- 
ern U.P., according to Dean 
Beyer with the Department of 
Natural Resources (DNR) in 
Marquette. 

But rising (temperatures, as 
predicted by climate models, 
could threaten moose, one of 
the U.P.’s largest mammals, 
which have already moved to 
the northernmost part of: their 
range. 
“Between the high tempera- 
tures and parasites, their num- 
bers would go down,” said 
Steve Schmitt, a supervisor at

Moose have a difficult time 
cooling off in the summer 
because their bodies are large 
and dark, Increased heat could 
interfere with their foraging in 
the summer and impair their 
survival. 

‘“They can keep themselves 
warm in cold temperatures but, 
unfortunately, that works 
against them in warmer temper- 
atures,’ Beyer said. 

_ “It’s a question of them being 
able to forage in the summer- 
time,” he said.

pose the threat of spreading dis- 
eases such as brain worms, 
which can paralyze, blind or 
even kill a moose. 

Currently, brain worm kills 2 
percent of the moose that die in 
the U.P. 

The parasite cannot survive in 
extremely cold climates, but as 
the white-tailed deer move 
north due to warming tempera- 
tures, so does the worm. Deer 
are now found in the Lake 
Superior watershed, where high 
snow and tow temperatures 
used to prevent their survival. 

Larvae, living in a deer’s 
brain, travel from its central 
nervous system into the lungs, 
where they are coughed into the 
mouth, swallowed and passed 


through the intestinal tract with 


the feces, according to the 
Michigan State University 
Extension and Agriculture 
Experiment Station in East 
Lansing. 

Snails and slugs pick up the 
larvae from the deer feces, then 
climb on vegetation that is eaten 
by moose, Beyer said, 

The result is what many 
experts nickname “moose sick- 
ness” or “moose disease,” char- 
acterized by weakness, fearless- 
ness, lack of coordination of 
inovement, circling, deafness, 
impaired vision, paralysis and 
subsequent death, according to 
a report by the University of 
Northern British Columbia. 

Deer may show no symptoms 
while carrying the worms.

Considering that Crawford County’s 
most well known feature is the AuSable 
River, it is no surprise that one of the 
county’s most famous innovations was 
the invention of the AuSable riverboat. 

Although these watercrafts are some- 
times referred to as “‘longboats,” they 
feature a robust design that is entirely 
unique to the AuSable. Therefore, they 
should not be confused with the long- 
boats that have existed in Europe for cen- 
turies. 

A good description of the boat is pro- 
vided in a document published by 
Borchers Canoe Livery that was written 
in the 1930s. A passage from the publi- 
cation appears below, with no alterations 
to spelling or grammar: 

“The AuSable river boat 
would probably not win a 
prize in a beauty contest, 
but She has neither’ the 


icLean’s 


graceful curves of the 
cruiser not the sleek trim 
linesof the canoe. But she 
was never built to unveil 
her charms before the spot- 
light. This longboat was 
developed to transport 
trout fishermen convenient- 
ly and productively down 
the productive stretches of 
Michigan’s famous stream. 
She does this job remark- 
ably well, so remarkably 
well that it is somewhat of 
a mystery why her populari- 
ty has not spread to rivers 
across the nation.” 

The mystery of the boat’s limited use 
outside of the AuSable is far from being 
the only mystery surrounding the craft. 
For decades, there has been a great deal 
of confusion over who created the first 
AuSable riverboat. Traditionally, there

were two separate camps: local tradition 
said that a man named Edward Auger 
was the primary architect of the first 
AuSable riverboat. Ebb Warren’s article 
aligns itself with this perspective: 

“The boat was spawned back 
in the logging days, when 
huge lengths of white pine 
; clogged the river from bank 
q to bank. She made her 
debut as a 16~footer. 
About 1890, Edward Auger, a 
carpenter of Grayling, 
Michigan, began building 
i boats for river guides and 
stretched her out to 20 
feet, held her width to 22 
inches, but moved the well 
forward for better balance 
and maneuverability.” 

Thus, Warren is suggesting that a man 
named Auger is responsible for the 
boat’s definitive design. This was the 
f commonly held belief until a researcher 
named Kenneth L. Peterson looked into 
4 . the history of the boat in the late 1980s. 

He could find no record indicating that 
a man named “Edward Auger” ever 
| existed in Crawford County. He was 
4 forced to conclude that this theory was 
erroneous. 

In a five page historical piece printed 
in the September-October issue of 
Michigan Natural Resource Magazine in 
1988, Peterson staked the claim that the 
AuSable riverboat was actually invented 
| by a man named Reuben S. Babbitt Sr. 
(1824-1890) in the late 1870s. — a . - Sic . 
{ It appears Peterson’s main source for Arthur E. Wakeley, who is another famous boat maker, made the first “long” AuSable Riverboat,

cation called Scribners’ Monthly written 
in 1879 or 1880. In this article, Thaddeus 
Norris describes an AuSable riverLoat 
and mentions Babbitt as its builder. 
Peterson paraphrased this article when he 
wrote the following: 

“Thaddeus Norris of Chicago describes 
the early riverboat in an article written for 


Scribners’ Monthly in 1879-80. The boat. . 


was built of white pine, he wrote, the bot- 
tom 1-inch thick, the sides 5/8 inch. The 
boat was 16 feet long, 2 feet 10 inches 
wide at the top, and 2 feet 4 inches wide 
at the bottom. It’s likely that this wasn’t 
the only length made, for Hubert Babbitt, 
85, of Bellaire, youngest of Reuben Jr.’s 
six sons and a longtime river guide, said 
his grandfather also built boats 22 and 24 
feet in length.” . 

Based on this evidence, Peterson’s con- 
clusions were assumed to be correct- the 
earliest riverboat on record appeared to 
have been built by Babbitt. 
conclusions appeared to be so sound that, 
within the last few years, the Michigan 
Outdoor Writer’s Association (MOWA) 
erected a small monument to both the 
riverboat and Babbitt at the Grayling Fish 
Hatchery. 

Nonetheless, very recent evidence sug- 
gests that the MOWA built their monu- 
ment too soon. Correspondence between 
Grayling resident Fay Bovee and an ama- 
teur researcher named Louis Ward in 
2003 revealed that the original theory that 
“Edward Auger” built the first riverboat 
is most likely correct. 

It turns out there was a Crawford 
County resident named Edwin Alger who 
was a carpenter in the late 1800s. 
Apparently, his neighbors pronounced his

last name “Auger,” which eventually led 
to his last name to be misspelled in his- 
torical records such as the one written by 
Warren. 

In fact, Ward dug deeply into local 
records and found Alger’s name spelled 
in a variety of ways: Edward Alger, 
Edwin Auger, and Edward Augar being 
among these. 

So if Edward Auger was really Edwin 
Alger, does this mean he built the first 
riverboat and not Babbitt? According to 
the June 5, 1884 issue of The Avalanche, 
this appears to be the case.

An article in this issue says, “Three of 


the finest riverboats ever built in 
Grayling, have just been completed by 
the Alger Bros., and J. W. Jordan.” The 
brother who is mentioned is Washington 
Alger. Concerning this evidence, Ward 
wrote the following in a letter to Bovee in 
2003: | 
“Edwin Alger is listed in most all cen- 
sus records as being a carpenter by occu- 
pation, as well.as many of those in his 
family. I have not found any reference to 
(Reuben) Babbitt being a carpenter, 
which seems strange for someone sup- 


posed to be credited with the building of 
these very unique river boats. There is 
however a possibility that the Alger’s 
built the river boats, based on (Reuben’s) 
design? However, if this was true, 
wouldn’t the Avalanche have. given 
(Reuben) credit, rather than Edwin 
Alger?” : 

The evidence is compelling enough 
that, currently, the Crawford County 
Historical Society recognizes Alger as the 
originator of the AuSable riverboat. Only 
time will tell if additional evidence will 
come to light on this historical debate.

Crawford County has changed a lot 
over the years. Perhaps no part of the 
county has evolved more than Frederic, 
which today bears no resemblance to the 
logging town that was founded north of 
Grayling over 100 years ago. 

Nonetheless, even this most basic his- 
torical analysis of Frederic Township 

“reveals that it is an area with just as 
much history as any other area of 
Michigan. Like most northern Michigan 
communities, Frederic began as a log- 
ging settlement. 

-The year 1877 is marked as the date of 
the official founding of the township, 
according: to records obtained by the 
Frederic Historical Society. The very 
early history of Frederic does not appear 
to have been as carefully documented as 
that of Grayling, but detailed research by 
various historical commissions has 
revealed some very illuminating infor- 
mation. 


Transportation 

Kenneth White, who was a resident of 
Frederic in the early 1900s, revealed a 
great deal of information about Frederic 
in the early 1900s in a 1992 interview. 
Footage of this interview is available at 
the Devereaux Memorial Crawford 
County Library. 

According to White, transportation in 
and out of the town was limited pretty 
much exclusively to the railroad prior to

to the south, 

However, Frederic resident Ruth 
Edmonds VanNatter did report that a 
“stone crusher” device was used to help 
build a gravel road between Frederic and 
Maple Forest prior to 1913. Nonetheless, 
there is no record of whether this road 
actually extended far enough to connect 
the neighboring communities. VanNatter 
only reports that the road extended to 
“the tops of Knibbs Hill.” 

Trips in and out of town, even to 
Grayling, required passage on the train. 
Nonetheless, this was not particularly 
inconvenient because the railroad system 
was very active at that time, with passen- 
ger trains making many stops each day. 

“We had a lot of trains go through 
Frederic...f’d say every three or four 
hours you could catch one,” said White in 
his 1992 interview. 


According to White, a one-way trip to. 


Gaylord cost about 25 cents. 

Although it seems that there were no 
major roads out of town, Frederic did of 
course have local streets. The mainte- 
nance of local roads during the winter 
was somewhat problematic. 

“We didn’t have any snowplows, and 
you didn’t want snowplows anyway,’ 
said White. 

Town roads were not plowed; rather, 
horses pulled large rolling devices that 
flattened a path. The idea was to avoid 
creating large snow banks that would 
lend to snow drift. Hills were not main- 
tained at all, which made traveling down 
steep hills by carriage or cart difficult and 
somewhat dangerous. 

All this changed dramatically shortly 


after World War I. The automobile 
became more and more commonplace 
and the demand for proper roads 
appeared. 

Economics 

The cost of a long distance commute 
was enough that Frederic residents tend- 
ed to be economically independent of 
neighboring communities. 

“You had to be self sufficient locally,” 
said White. 

Many families, including White’s, had 
their own farms. White said that his fam- 
ily did not farm for profit, but rather to 
feed themselves. It is likely that this was 
also true of most of their neighbors. 
When a family needed something that 
they couldn’t raise on their own, they 
generally did not use money to buy it. 

“Nobody had any cash in those days,” 
said White. 


Nonetheless, White said people would 


occasionally use cash to buy milk. 

“Everything else back in those days 
seemed to be barter system,” said White. 

For those who couldn’t quite get by on 
their own, the tight-knit community had a 
welfare system in place where the town- 
ship would provide food or money for 
needy families. 

Prior to World War I, Frederic had 
quite a lot of industry for the standards of 
that time and region. There was a huge 
logging industry, which is what sparked 
the appearance of the community in the 
first place. 

“There was a big mill, it was actually a 


sawmill. It made box lumber,’ said 
White. 
He explained that “box lumber” is lum- 


ber designed to be fitted into boxes. 


Wooden boxes were very prominent prior 
to World War I because cardboard did not 
exist yet. 

The mill White mentions was probably 
one of the many that existed at Frederic’s 
economic peak. The only remaining seg- 
ment of Frederic’s industrial sector is the 
AuSable Woodworking Company, which 
originated in 1927. 

There were many small businesses 
from the very onset of the town, includ- 
ing everything from blacksmiths to shoe- 
makers to saloons and food markets. 

Religion 

According to a historical article by 
Frederic resident Evelena Allen, Frederic 
was home to at least three different 
churches in the early 1900s: Methodist 
Protestant, Methodist Episcopal and 
Catholic. 

According to one source, there was a 
Baptist minister living in the community 
at around 1885 named Putnam. Putnam 
may have been one of the first religious 
leaders in the area. | 

The Catholic Church was founded 
around 1912 by Father John Riess. It was 
called the “St. Leos Mission Catholic 
Church.” Several more churches 
appeared within the next couple of 
decades, supporting the community’s 
growing population. | 

There is no definite record of any orga- 
nized non-Christian denominations being 
represented in the early days of Frederic, 
although the community did include a 
small Native American population, many 
of whom likely continued their tradition- 
al religious practices. 

Government and Politics 
A source from the Frederic Historical 


Society indicates that until at least 1885, 
the community of Frederic was actually 
called “Fredericville.’” The same source 
also reports that the town was locally 
known as “Forest.” 

Just as Frederic citizens were very eco- 
nomically self-sufficient at the end of the 


1800s and the beginning of the Twentieth 


Century, they were also politically self- 
sufficient. 

There was little in the way of county 
government in the early 1900s, although 
White said in his 1992 interview that the 
township did not provide law enforce- 
ment, which implies that this service was 
offered by the county. 

An article from the Frederic Historical 
Society implies that there were county 
deputies who lived as residents of 
Frederic. The township provided all ser- 
vices relating to public transportation, 
education, welfare, the court system and 
any other necessary services. The town- 
ship actually had a highly advanced judi- 
cial system, with judges tn place by the 
late 1800s. 

Judge Wellington Batterson, who set- 
tled in Crawford County in 1878, may 
have been the community’s first justice. 
As far as the general political leanings of 
Frederic’s population were concerned, it 
is known that the community was gener- 
ally in favor of prohibition.

In May of 1990, Kelly and Shelly Elmy pur- 
chased the lumber company from the 
Wymans, and in the spring of 2000 expanded 
the business with the opening of the Rental 
Center.

By the beginning of the 1900s, 
Frederic had both elementary and sec- 
ondary schools. Teachers were not 
always from the local community, 
which case the superintendent organized 
to have them boarded at different places 
in the township. The elementary schoo] 
curriculum at that time was somewhat 
different than what is found in schools 
today. 

“We sang songs in grade school...led 
by the teacher,” said White. 

Some of these songs included Civil 
War ballads. White said that Frederic 
High School was not accredited in those 
days, which led some families to send 
their children to Grayling. However, 
according to White, Frederic High 
School may have been the first non- 
industrial building in the community to 
feature an electric light bulb. 

“My first electric light I saw (was) at 
the Frederic High School,” said White.
